Stephen's,  Harrisburg,  has  compiled  the  following 
offices  from  various  recognized  sources,  and  having 
found  them  helpful  in  his  own  work  ventures  to  hope 
that  they  may  prove  useful  elsewhere.  Whatever  tends 
to  impart  a  sense  of  reality  to  our  devotions  and  to 
quicken  our  zeal  for  a  holier  life  is  to  be  welcomed. 
May  God  bless  this  modest  contribution  to  so  worthy 
an  end.
